ROYAL VICTORIA THEATRE. 

Last night the Royal Victoria Theatre, (late Coburg,) re-opened, 
under the patronage of the Duchess of Kent, and from the judicious 
alterations and improvements which have been made by the new lessees, 
Messrs. Abbott and Egerton, it presents a coup d'@il as splendid, 
and is in every respect as convenieot, as any of its contemporaries. — 
The form of this Theatre is particularly well calculated for seeing and 
hearing, and its embellishments are neat and elegant, the prevailing 
colour is lilac relieved by French white, the ornaments on the front 
of the boxes are of burnished gold, consisting of handsome ro- 
settes in circular and lozenge enclosures, the centre of each being a 
crimson ground. The ceiling, from the centre of which is suspended 
a splendid chandelier, is composed of pink drapery, radiating from 
the centre. ‘The boxes are supported by silvered fluted columns, and 
from those of the dress circle are suspended five pyramidical chande- 
liers, the stage-doors have been removed from the proscenium, and 
commodious private boxes oceupy their place. ‘The drop scene is a 
blue damask drapery, splendidly embroidered with a rich border, and 
vn which, in gold relief, are the armorial bearings of the royal patro- 
ness. Thecomfort of the visitants has not been forgetten, the seats 
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in the boxes have been newly stuffed and recovered, asd in the dress 
circle backs have been added to all the seats, the saloon has been 
fitted up in a tastefal manoerlike a tent, and all the interior avenues 
have been entirely renovated. 

On the rising of the curtain, ‘God Save the King’ was sung, after 
which Mr Abbott delivered an appropriate address, which was fol- 
lowed by a Musical Drama, called The Forest of Ardennes ; or, the 
Minstrel; this Drama is the production of Mr Wade, and was 
brought out about twelve years ago at the Dublia Theatre, since when, 
however, it has uodergove considerable alterations. Black Eyed 
Susan closed the evening’s entertainments. A new Drama of power- 
ful ioterest has heer presented to the lessees by Dr. Millingen.
